cyes?It being indeed a moſt ſtrange and ad- 
= mirablething,yea a miracle,the like wherof 
| Toh.v.3:- * Was neuer heard ſince the. beginning of the 
World, that any man opened theeyes of one that 
was borne blinde. The man who was reſto- 
red to his ſight, anſwered, and ſaid, that a 
man called Ze/us, made clay, and anoynted 
his eyes,and bade him goc to the Poole Sy- 
lam and waſh; and hee wenr and waſhed, 

andreceiued lis ſight. 

This was a very ſtrange miracle,and wor- 
thy not only of admiration, bur alſo of all _ 
thankeſgiuing, loue and adoration, being 
indeed amoſteuident argument and teſti- | | 
monie'bothof our Sauiours loue and Om- | ;

ted in a mans nouiſhip, leſtperhaps com- 
ming to vnderſtand things aright,heſhould 
alcer his minde, and if it were permitted,yet 
tlic obligation a nouice- hath, to learne the 
ceremonies and obſecruations of the order, 
which are both many and. very difficule, 
will notafford a Nouice to doe any thing 
elſe, but onely to dedicate -himſelfe wholy

Being freed' from' that inconuenience, | 
and ſtealing time cuen from that little time, 
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eMuſgraues Motines.

., Onthe other part I conſidered, how that - 
our Church of Evgland ( ho wheit for ma- 
ny yeeres paſt, our ſinnes hauing deſerued 
that ſcourge, it had adhered wnto the 
Church ot Rome, )-had, now not :onely | 
ſhaken off the yoke of ſuperſtition,butallo 
lymphed her {elfe of all choſe deformities 
which any way did {taine her ancient beau- -. 
ty, and was reſtored ro her former purity, 
and ſplendor of. the. Primitive' Church; | 
Mine eyes being opened, ſaw an infiait 
number of .abſurdites, and how far I my 
{elte had beene decciucd, and into whaC

'{ontayning the firſt Motive of dislike of the 
 Churchof Rome, and her doftrine,. 
He firftthing thatmouedtticeto 
Y ſearch/and looke into' the ertors 
of the Church of Rome : 'was 
theconfideration of the great in- 
ſufficiency and want of learning' in many 
perſons of the Order of Carchiſeatis, there 
being indeed in moſt Monaſteries of that 
Order, divers admitted, not onely to that 
Order , bur alſo'viito thedignity bf Pheſt- 
hood, which can hardly.reade, much lefſe 
vnderſtand' their Maſle, but to fpeake or 
wtitc Latine altogether vnable. I could

roote; I meane;, that the doctrine of her 
Ghurch of Rome could hardly be authen- 
ricall, ſeeing that the conue ſation of her 
holieſt children was ſodiabolicall. 

And vpon this fourth conſiderationl be- 
gantorefle@ yponthoſe points of Contro- 
uerſie, wherin we and the Church of Rome 
doe moſt difter and dfſent; And beginning” 
with the point of Tranfubſtantiation,how- 
beit the Papiſts are not aſhamed ro afhrme, 


that the true Church hath alwaiestaught,

that as ſoone as the prieſt hath pronounced 
the words of Confecratien, that the for- 
mer ſubſtance of Breadand Wine is chan- 
ged into the Body and Bloud of Chriſt, 
thatno other ſubſtance remaines but only 
Chriſts bodice and bloud, the accidents re- 


maining without a fubied: both Scripture it 


ſelfe, [arid /alfo the vie of the. Primitiue 
Church; and opinion ofthe moſt ancient 


Fathers doecontradidthis opinion: for in 


Scriptures wefind,that cuen after that blef 
ſing which Chriſt himſelfe gauc oucrthe.
